Telescope 50 Years Old 


Rebuilt and Modernized 


Madison, \Vis.—Scientific rejuvena- 


tion has rebuilt the six-inch telescope 
In Washburn observatory, at the TJnl- 
rersity of Wisconsin, Into the most 
elaborately equipped telescope of Its 
size in the world. 


The veteran of celestial exploration 


hns served science 'for more than a 
hnlf century and has drawn its share 
of fame because of service In impor- 
tant astronomical discoveries. 


Its fame rests partly upon Its nse 


In 1S70 by S. w. Burnham in the dis- 
covery of double stars overlooked by 
astronomers using much larger tele- 
scopes. Ar that time It.was part of 
the Terices observatory equipment at 
Williams Bay. 


In 1SS1 the telescope was purchased 


for U'asliburn observatory, and since 
has been used by astronomers of the 
state university. Here it was used by 
George S. Comstock, now professor 
emeritus of the university. In his cele- 
brated determination of the aberration 


1 of light—the apparent shift of a star 
, due to the motion of the earth in Its 
orbit

The old telescope has now under- 


gone a metamorphosis in the university 
shops, aad has emerged equipped with 
all the devices generally used only on 
muds larger instruments, and with 
some new machinery invented by O. E. 
Romare. university chief Mechanician, 
who for eighteen years was a mech- 
anician at the Terfces observatory.

Favors Plant Lice 


Sttia Entonwtogtot BAJB Serious In- 


Jury to Tree* and Shrub* May Re- 
sult UntoM There Is Marked Rite 
In Temperature. 
Dr. E. P. Felt, state entomologist 


of the New York State Museum, at 
Albany, states that the prevailing 
low temperatures have been favor- 
able for the development of differ- 
ent species of aphids or plant lice, 
and serious injury to some orna- 
mentals In particular, may be ex- 
pected in the near future, unless a 
marked rise in temperature favors 
the activities of their natural ene- 
mies, such as lady beetles and their 
ugly splned grubs, the varicolored 
flower maggots or syrphid flies, and 
their minute parasites, all of which 
aid in .checking plant lice outbreaks 
when moderately high temperatures 
prevail. 
/ 


Plant lice infestations are easily 


detected by examining the under 
side of the leaves, and if numerous 
greenish lice are' found, either upon 
the Abroad-leafed trees or upon the 
needles of evergreens, it is advis- 
able to spray shortly if the trees are 
to be kept in the 
best condition. 


Unchecked outbreaks result in curl- 
ing and withering of the leaves and 
in the case of evergreens at least, 
the new growth may be entirely de- 
stroyed.

Make 
the application to the under side of 
the leaves, since the insects them- 
selves must be hit, and if it is a 
woolly aphid, one showing consid- 
erable white matter, that is causing 
the trouble, make the application as 
a coarse, forcible spray, since It is
